THE JEWS FREE SCHOOL. 
-Té an English Israelite were asked which was the institution to which he 
would most willingly conduct a stranger desirous of inspecting one of our public 
Jewish establishments, he would probably choose the Jews’ Free Schoul. They 
is nothing either in the Hebrew community or out of it to compare with thig 
great educational institution in which not only the children of many of the beg 
of our poorer classes, but also young Polanders, Datchmen, Germans, or Spital. 
fields Savages are taken for a year or two, sedulously taught and trained, anj 
turned out civilized Englishmen, Nowadays, when education is provided by 
the rates for all, the benefits conferred by the Jews’ Free School are not. a 
entirely exceptional as they once were; but it is difficult to conceive how without 
it little Jews in the East of London would have any religious training at all 
and certainly they get from our great school a better general education than We 
can fairly ask to have accorded to them at a rate-supported school. It ig 
satisfactory to find that in all material respects the Jews’ Free School maintaing 
its hold upon the classes for the benefit of whom it was designed. Its numbers 
are subject to occasional fluctuations. Dulness and activity of trade, the rival 
attractions of other schools, the flow of the Jewish population to or from 
the capital may affect the figures ; but, substantially, the throng of children 
to Bell Lane does not diminish ; Mr. Angel.continues to exercise with beneficial 
activity his sway over a kingdom of intelligent shrewd little faces, in which j; ae 
is the noble lot of himself and the able men and women associated with hint) = 
light up a fuller sense of knowledge and morality. There are 1,512 boys and 
992 girls in the Jews’ Free School, over 2,500 in all. The numbers are a little 
lower than those of last year; but the attendances of the boys were better and 
more regular than in the previous year ; and the total attendances of boys and 
girls reached nearly to a million in the twelve months. The numbers sent up 
for examioation in standards above the third are remarkably high, and are, we 
believe, entirely unprecedented. The percentage is 37} of the boys and 3l}of 
the girls. Thirty-nine masters and forty-six mistresses of various grades officer et 
this great army under Mr. Angel and Miss Lipman, and many here learn the art 


of education which they will afterwards exorcise at this-or at other schools et 
perhaps in great provincial towns, perhaps in other parts of London, or in the . f 
Colonies. The resemblance of the great school in its teaching departmenttoa = 8! 
normal college is exemplified by the fact that two of the teachers passed the = | 


last Matriculation Examination of the Universi!y of London and were placedin * 
the first division. The inspection of the whole school will bsgin on the 15th inst, cee ! 
and will last for nine days, and we have every reason to hope and bélieve that, — = 
the condition of this great educational establishment will again satisfy the & 
strictest of the Government tests. |

JEWISH SECTS, | | | 
In a recent issue we had occasion. to notice a lecture delivered by 
~~ Dr. Hamburger on the notices of Jewish sects contained in the Talmud. The 
~~ subject is one that is daily gaining more prominence, attracting attention not 
~~ alone from Jewish, but from Christian scholars. The period between the 
return from Captivity and the destruction of the Temple is perhaps the most 
obscure in the spiritual history of Judaism and the obscurity deepens most 
profoundly about the origin of the Pharisees, Sadducees, and Essenes. Every 
one knows roughly the distinction between the three sects. The Pharisees 
were practically the Liberal and democratic party, the Sadducees the Conserva- 
tive and aristocratic section, while the Essenes were mystics. So far all is 
nia clear. But how did the distinction between Pharisee and Sadducee come about, 
and whence did the Exsenes attain the mysticism which seems so opposed to 
the Jewish nature? It cannot be said that either of these questions has been 
as yet definitely answered. Of the former, the late Abraham Geiger offered 
= the most plausible solution. He supposed the Sadducees to be descendants of 
~~ the Zadok who anointed Solomon (I. Kings i. 39), and consequently to represent 
+) the pricstly and court party. Against this the Pharisees protested and from it 
they “ separated,” whence their name. It has been further suggested that the 
Saidducees, or court party, came more under the influence of Greek thought, and 
that the intense nationalism cf the Pharisees was a reaction against this. With 
| ae the third sect, the Essenes, the difficulty of explanation appears even greater. 
Bat with them accurate knowledge is most desirable, as the origin 
of Christianity has been plausibly traced to Essenic principles. We 
shall not attempt to decide on this intricate subject, though we confess that it 
appears more probable that Cliristianity and Essenism were both the outcome of - 
the same feelings, rather than that the former was actually derived from the 
latter. The times were congenial fora mode of life which, despairing of a 
__ revival of national glory, sought for spiritual consolation in mystical musings 
~~ on the problems of individual life. As our readers may have observed in our 
_ last issue, the view that Jesus was an Essene was held by Frederick the Great 
~~ more than acentury ago. Mr. de Buneen, the latest investigator of the sect, 
__ does not exactly identify Jesus with the Essenes, though he attempts to associate

& him with some of the Essenic doctrines. He has advanced a somewhat novel 
view on the subject with reference to their origin from, India, He traces the. 


~~ main views of Essenism, as we know them from the scanty notices in Josephus 
and Philo, to the influence of Baddhism. Against his theory there are many 
c ey grave objections, the principal being that no authentic trace can be shown of 
the Western spread of Buddhism at a sufficiently early date. Besides this, most 
ofthe points of similarity given by Mr. de Bunsen are likewise shared by 
__* Zoroastrianism, which could far more easily have reached Judma and in which 
it is most likely that we shall find the origin of Essonism.’ In addition to the 
_ above-mentioned sects, we have the later ones of the Karaites and the Chassidim 


Which still exist. The rise of Karaism occurred at the dawn of the Rabbinic | 


or post-Talmudic period, and still remains in some obscurity. The Chassidim 
arose at the commencement cf last century and their history is as clear as that 
_ = of mystics can be expected to be. We shonid not be surprised if some tracea of 
_ - Chassidic superetitions might not be found in some of the Jews who flock to

_ §1r,—The same number of the Reporter which contains tho notice of 
Schiller-Szinessy’s lectures for the term, contains also the announcement of the 
death of the Reverend Dr. James Cartmell, Master of Christ's College. By lis 
death not only has the University of Cambridge lost one of its distingnished 


- scholars, and Christ’s College its loving and beloved chief, but humanity in 


general, and the Jews of Great Britain in particular, have been deprived of ove 
Everyone in the University of Cambridge is now more 
or less Liberal ; but there was a time (and it is less than 30 years ago), when 
the Liberals were so few here that “a child might write them.” At that 
time Dr. Cartmell with a few friends, Dr. Bateson, Dr. Phelps, Dr. Broadley, 
Dr. Leapingwell, Prof. Sedgwick, Mr. Baines, and last, though not least, Mr. 
ing petitions year alter 
year to the House of Commons for the full emancipation of the Jews, ie, for 
their admission into Parliament. Mindful of this, Dr. Schiller-Szinessy took. _ 
occasion in last Tuesday’s lecture, when giving the definition of the name of — 
“ Yisrael ” according to the “ Zohar,” to pay a tribute of affection to the memory of 
his late master, saying, among other things : “ You are aware, gentlemen, that we 
Jews, the bodily descendants of Jacob (the first of the name of Israel), generally 
claim this high title exclusively for ourselves, even as you Christians, in your turn, 
by baving adopted the moral code of Israel, claim it for yourselves. Now, however 
much we Jews may ordinarily dispute the claim of the Christiana to this title, 
there are, certainly, men with respect to whom we forego our exclusiveness ; and 
the late Dr. Cartmell, my much loved master was, certainly, one of these. Ho 
was one of those of whom the Talmud says : NIP AT ANAYI 
Anyone who rejects practices alien to Judaisin deserves to be called a Jow, 
There may be in this University greater scholars than Dr, Cartmell ; but there 


have always been but few who equalled him, and certainly none who surpassed 


him in the virtues which are known frequently to spring fromm a Jewish educa- 
tion: kindness of heart, charity, unselfishness, love of humanity, and a strong 
sepee of duty. And gentle as was his life, so was his death. For he passed 
away painlessly as one of those of whom the Ratbis of old say, that they dio by 
the mouth of the Eternal God, the Lord drawing forth their breath with a Kies

One hardly requires 
any defence against a charge which is in itself a tribute of praise. But it 
becomes of interest to discover how the unerring laws of history have tended 
to make-the Jews cleverer than some of their neighbours, and thus to 
compensate them for the long ages of persecution through which they have 


passed. 


As may be ramemibered: we showed that any explanation must assume 
the theory of heredity which dec'ares that the ability of the individual is in 
reality the experience of the race, Onve this princip'e is allowed, it follows 
that the Jews should possess more practical ability than any other nations 
since they have passed through three thousand years in the full blaze of 
historic light and with the excitement and vivid experience which go with 
historic events. A nation may be happy that has no history, but probably 
it will also be dull, The converse truth will hold that a nation which, 
like the Jews, has been perpetually in the midst of exciting, if harrowing 
events, must have its wits permanently sharpened, 


Besides this abstract consideration, we have shown that there are many. 
peculiarities in the history of Jews which have tended to make them masters 
They belong to the Semitic family of nations, 
and the Semites are recognised by all. to be more generally talented, if they 
produce fewer geniuses, than the Aryans. Semitic’ abi lity is moatly prac- 
tical, directed to numbers, law, and medicine, rather than to abstract thought, 
Starting with this Setnitic sharp-wittedness, the Jews have intensified it by 
their wide dispersion. Travel in itself is a liberal education and tends more 
than anything to produce the linguistic faculty.. By bringing the Jew into 
contact with all kinds of men and manners, the dispersion has widened his 
nature and made him more capable of adapting himself to various kinds of — 
civilization. By being scattered all over the world, the Jew has been enabled 


_to apply his innate capacity for figures to the intricacies of international

were adopted as to reopen it after so brief an interval, after the resolution adopted 
deliberately by the members and with ample and explicit details of the matter, He 
strongly objected to the question being revived except with the same detailed notice 
tothe members, The details of the parts which the requisitionists desired to be 
retained should have been given in the circular of the meeting, and in the absence 
of those. details he begged leave to appeal to the Chairman not to permit f urther dis- 
cusesion. For the present he reserved his opinion upon the issue proposed to be again 
raised, | 

Mr. M. T. Levitt eaid that he was expressing the feelings of a large numbar of

Valentine the President oceupieg 
wee The C HAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and balance sheet, drew 
attention to the economical manner in which the OpaEanons of the Committee wer, 
carried on, The total amount expended was only £132, and this included an item 


of £25 for books which would not be likely to recur for some years to come. The 


‘‘nre was very small, when it was considered that there were two class, 
to a Sabbath school, requiring staff of three teachers, The 
attendance being about 120, the Committee were enabled to give instruction to each 
child at a cost of less than £1 per annum. The committee were satisfied that. the 
work of the teachers was being performed fairly and conscientiously, and that, 
marked progress had taken place since the sérvices had been fecured of Mr. and Mrs 
S Heiser, This had been further proved by some highly satisfactory observations 
noted down in the report book by the Rev. A. Barnett, who had unexpectedly visited 


the school that morning. The progress which was being made in the education of 


the Jewish children in the district was being favourably and appreciably felt, but 
on the other hand the local support was not as large as it should be. After deduct. 
ing from the income the school fees, the grant of £20 from the Association for the 


Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, and a subvention of £50 received from the Rey, * 


‘A. L, Green, (and which that gentlemen, in manifesting his zeal for the classes, haq 
promised to continue), it would be found that the contributions received from the 
community at large did not exceed £50. The Committee, therefore, earnestly hoped 
that the necessary support would be forthcoming to enable them to continue their 
good work, 


The motion for the adoption of the report and balance sheet was seconded by 


Mr, S. HyAMSON, and carried, | 

Mr. I. BLOOMFIELD pointed out that unless the classes continued their existence, 
no public Jewish education would be given in the district. The question of un- 
denominational schools would in all probability occupy the attention of the Jewish 
community in a few years, and he contended that by following the plan adopted in 
that lccality, many thousands of pounds would annually be saved to the community, 
which at present had to maintain numerous large and costly Jewish denominational 
schools, 

The honorary officers for the ensuing year were elected as follows : Mr.8. H, 
Valentine. Bresident ; Mr, P. J. Nathan, Vice-President ; Mr. S. Salmen, Treasurer ;

apparent, owing tothe distance from any Jewish School or Place of Worship, that 
some provision for the religious instruction of the ehi'dren—the majority of whom 
were growing up altogether ignorant of the tenets of our Holy Faith—was an 
absolute necessity. Aaumber of gentlemen, resident within the district, therefore 
formed themselves into a Committee. They succecded in securing spacious rooms 
at one of the Board Schools in the vicinity, at a nominal rental, and ultimately with 
the co-operation of the Jate lamented Dr. Artom, the.
